INTRODUCTION \ 


Since its establishment in 1900 The Art Gallery of Toronto has acquired by bequest, 
gift and purchase, more than thirty-five hundred works of art. The purpose of this book 
is to show the scope of this collection; and the paintings, watercolours and sculpture illus- 
trated have been selected with this purpose in mind. Limitation of space in the galleries 
imposes a continuous change in the selection of works on view. Consequently, it is unlikely 
that all the works illustrated will be hanging at any given time and this book, therefore, 


should not be regarded as a guide to the Gallery. 


The objective of our acquisition policy can only be stated in the most general terms but 
—granted that we should acquire the finest works that we can obtain—briefly it is this: 
to show the factors and influences—predominantly European—which, in the course of 
history, laid the foundations on which the arts in Canada have been built; and, equally 


important, to show the range and development of the Canadian arts themselves. 


The works of art illustrated in this book are as far as possible arranged in three main 


chronological divisions. 


The French Revolution and the Napoleonic Wars mark the end of the first period. 
The second closes with the end of the nineteenth century and covers the period which 
witnessed the full development of the industrial revolution in Europe and the concurrent 
establishment of an industrial civilization in North America. The third embraces the 


development from the beginning of the twentieth century to the present day. 


In the arts each of these periods has its own characteristics. In the first there seems to 


have been a common understanding between the patron and the artist (in whatever medium) 


of their functions and responsibilities. The artist was regarded as a useful member of 
society in the same way that we today regard the doctor or the engineer and it seems to have 
been the rule rather than the exception that the outstanding artist was recognized as such 


in his own time. 


The second period marks the beginning and development of misunderstandings 
between the creative artist and the society in which he worked. This rift also became 
marked among the artists as a group, so that the original thinker was often distrusted, not 
only by society but by his own more academic colleagues. Though patronage was nearly as 
generous in this century as it was before, it was confined increasingly to the work of the 
academicians. Recognition of the artists who are now regarded as significant of their 


time was generally so belated as to be posthumous. 


Two major factors marked the third period. The first was the growth of a new interest 
in non-European art owing to its recent discovery and display in museums. The second was 
the vast improvement in reproduction by various printing processes which greatly increased 
the value and the circulation of books and periodicals dealing with the arts. Both were the 
outcome of the scientific and technological advances of the nineteenth century which helped 
to widen the horizon of the artist. The acceleration of these advances in our own day 
continues to be reflected in the work of the artist who is always sensitive to what is going 


on around him.

NOTES 


The works listed in this handbook are described in the following order: the artist’s 
name, nationality, and dates; the title, material, and dimensions; the signature, date and 
inscription, if present; the source from which the Gallery acquired each work, and its 


accession number. 


When the artist’s name is given without qualification it does not necessarily mean that 
documentary evidence of his authorship is available but that at least we are not persuaded 
that it is the work of another hand. The expression ‘workshop of’ implies at least that the 
work was carried on by his assistants; ‘school of’ suggests that the work may be of an 


individual as yet unidentified who has assimilated the mannerisms of the artist his work 


resembles. 


Dimensions are given in inches, height preceding width for the paintings. For sculpture 


the following abbreviations have been used: h—height; 1—length; d—diameter.
